Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  second  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  Failsworth  for  the  year  ending1  31st  December,  1905. 

Infectious  disease  has  been  much  more  prevalent  than  in  the  preced- 
ing year,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  fewer  deaths  have  resulted. 

1 have  given  two  Tables  of  deaths  under  one  year  from  infectious 
disease  and  “ diet  diseases,”  and,  in  response  to  an  instruction  from  the 
Local  Government  Board,  a Table  is  superadded  giving  details  of  causes 
of  death  from  under  one  week  up  to  twelve  months. 

1 have  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  though  smallpox  has  been 
verv  prevalent  in  the  surrounding  districts,  there  has  been  an  entire 
absence  of  it  in  this  Township. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  in  the  district,  it  is  worthy  of  note,  has 
steadily  decreased  year  after  year  from  1897,  though  the  population  has 
steadily  increased  from  13,000  in  that  year  to  14,800  in  the  year  just 
closed. 

As  regards  departmental  work,  improvements  have  been  effected  in 
street  paving-,  sewering,  and  in  the  conversion  of  a number  of  privy  and 
pail  closets  to  the  water-carriage  system.  The  substitution  of  water 
closets,  where  practicable,  has  been  aimed  at  constantly,  though  the 
process  of  change  must  be  necessarily  slow. 

Considerable  advancement  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  the 
new  filters  at  the  Sewage  Works,  where,  in  addition  to  the  experimental 
sprinkler-filter  of  1904,  six  more  have  been  added,  as  well  as  a large 
storm  bed.  The  works  are  still  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council.

REPORT  FOR  1905. 


Failsvvorth  is  situate  midway  between  the  City  of  Manchester  and 
the  County  Borough  of  Oldham.  It  is  about  two  miles  in  length  and 
three-fourths  of  a mile  in  breadth,  and  stands  354  feet  above  sea  level  at  the 
Oldham  end,  rising  by  an  easy  gradient  from  the  Manchester  end,  which 
is  286  feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  divided  into  two  Wards  (known  as 
the  Higher  Ward  and  the  Lower  Ward)  by  the  Rochdale  Canal, 
which  bisects  the  district.  The  road  leading  from  Manchester 
(known  as  Oldham  Road)  is  built  upon  on  each  side  throughout 
its  course,  which  is  in  one  continuous  line,  and  passes  through  the 
centre  of  the  Township  forming  its  principal  thoroughfare.  The 
staple  industry  is  cotton  spinning  and  weaving,  conducted  in  fifteen  mills, 
and  two  more  tire  being  erected  which  are  expected  to  add  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  district. 

Failsworth  (as  well  as  the  intervening  townships)  is  served  by 
electric  cars  from  Manchester. 

Area  and  Population. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  1073  statute  acres,  and  the  nett  area, 
exclusive  of  that  covered  by  water,  is  1064  acres. 

The  population  in  1901  was  14,152 — 7443  in  the  Higher  Ward,  and 
6709  in  the  Lower  Ward— showing  an  increase  of  3727  in  both  Wards 
during  the  decade  preceding. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  census  (1901)  was  3011.  The 
number  of  factories  and  workshops  was  71,  and  14  churches,  chapels,  and 
schools.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  house  at  the  last  census 
was  47,  and  the  density  of  the  population  was  equal  to  13*3  per  acre. 

The  increase  of  the  population  has  been  calculated  on  the  number  of 
new  houses  built  at  47  per  house.  From  the  amount  of  building  which 
has  taken  place  since  1901,  and  due  allowance  being  made  for  empty 
property,  it  is  not  considered  an  over-estimate  to  estimate  the  population 
for  the  middle  of  the  year  1905  as  being  14,800. 
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Tabular  Statement  ok  the  Mortality  within  the  District 

ACCORDING  TO  DISEASES  AND  Ac.ES,  ETC. 

During  t lie  past  year  201  deaths — 1 16  males  and  108  females— took 
place  within  the  district.  The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in 
public  institutions  was  23 — 22  in  Manchester  and  1 in  Oldham.  These 
together  give  the  full  number  of  deaths  of  residents  in  1905  as  being  224. 

This  gives  an  annual  rate  per  1,000  of  15-1  as  against  16-5  of  the 
previous  year.  The  infantile  mortality  and  the  general  death-rate, 
which  together  form  the  most  important  tests  of  the  health  of  the 
district,  are  shown  in  Table  A.

The  above  Table  shews  the  same  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis 
and  pneumonia  as  in  1904.  There  is,  therefore,  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths,  owing  to  a fall  of  36  in  the  number  of  births.  The 
mortality  attending  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  is  still  strongly  in  ev  idence. 
In  this  connection  it  cannot  be  too  often  enjoined  on  mothers  the  import- 
ance of  cleanliness  in  respect  of  feeding-bottles,  where,  unfortunately, 
they  require  to  be  used.  Two  bottles,  at  least,  should  be  kept  on  hand 
— that  is  to  say,  when  one  is  being  used  the  other  should  be  submerged 
in  an  antiseptic  fluid,  such  as  Condy’s  Fluid,  after  being  washed 
thoroughly,  till  required  in  turn.  They  should  be  changed  twice  or  three 
times  each  day.

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Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — There  were  seven  cases  of 
these  diseases  notified  during  the  year — six  of  diphtheria  and  one  of 
membranous  croup.  The  Higher  Ward  claimed  tour,  and  t lie  Lower 
Ward  two  of  the  diphtheria  cases.  The  membranous-croup  case  occurred 
in  the  Higher  Ward.  One  of  these  was  under  live  years  ol  age,  and  five 
were  under  fifteen  years  of  age.  The  case  of  membranous  croup  was 
under  five  years. 

These  most  dangerous  affections,  pointing  directly  as  they  do  to 
emanations  from  foul  and  imperfect  drains  as  the  cause,  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  houses  where  they  occurred  were  thoroughly  examined, 
and  the  course  of  each  case  carefully  noted.  It  has  been  strongly  recom- 
mended, as  a result,  that  all  cases  of  suspected  diphtheria  be  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination  by  the  usual  facilities,  of  which  medical 
gentlemen  practising  in  the  district  have  been  duly  apprised. 

Typhoid  Fever.  Eleven  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the 
year — eight  in  the  Higher  Ward  and  three  in  the  Lower  Ward,  and  two 
in  each  Ward  proved  fatal.  Two  were  sent  to  hospital  and  recovered  there. 
From  one  case  sprang  three  other  cases — members  of  the  same  family 
two  of  whom  were  married,  and  had  come  in  turn  to  visit  their  mother, 
who  was  first  attacked.  Nothing  was  discovered  to  which  objection 
could  be  made,  except  that  one  room  on  the  ground  floor  under  a 
bedroom  was  unpaved.  Though  it  be  a fact  that  any  number  can 
be  infected  from  a common  source,  typhoid  fever  was,  in  this  instance, 
chiefly  propagated  by  direct  infection. 

Scarlet  Fever.  -This  disease  has  been  very  prevalent,  no  fewer 
than  sixty-one  cases  having  been  notified,  as  compared  with  fourteen 
cases  in  the  previous  year.  This  large  number  has  contributed  largely  to 
swell  the  aggregate  of  infectious  diseases  already  referred  to.  The 
visitation  was  not  of  the  character  of  an  epidemic,  but  merely  sporadic  in 
distribution,  and  spread  over  several  months.  Though  severe  in  several 
instances  no  deaths  occurred.  Forty-three  occurred  in  the  Higher  Ward 
and  eighteen  in  the  Lower  Ward.  The  balance  of  evidence  is  in  favour 
of  isolation  in  hospital  as  a preventive  measure,  and  seven  cases  were 
removed  from  the  Higher  Ward  and  one  from  the  Lower  Ward. 

Diarrhcea. — There  were  eight  deaths  from  diarrhoea.  Of  these,  six 
were  under  one  year,  one  under  five,  and  one  above  sixty-five  years. 
Two  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  Higher  Ward,  and  six  in  the  Lower 
Ward. 
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Enteric  1'ever  is  liable  lo  be  cloaked  by  diarrhoea  when  it  persists 
in  the  autumn,  and  the  movements  of  the  house-fly  is,  in  great  measure, 
responsible  for  keeping  up  the  infection.  The  protection  of  food  by  wire 
gauze,  or  by  some  other  means,  should  receive  increased  attention. 

Phthisis  and  other  Turercular  Diseases.  In  the  Higher  Ward 
1 here  were  sixteen  deaths,  and  seven  deaths  in  the  Lower  Ward.  1'he 
number  ot  deaths  from  this  disease  is  thus  less  bv  five  than  last  year. 
1 he  diminution  is,  in  those  cases  ot  tubercular  disease  under  five  wars. 
I here  is,  seemingly,  an  improvement  here. 

Measles.  I his  disease  has  not  been  prevalent,  and  no  deaths 
occurred. 


Erysipelas.  There  were  three  cases  notified  of  this  disease,  and 
were  all  in  the  Higher  Ward.  No  deaths. 

\\  hooping  Cough.  There  were  two  deaths  from  this  disease — one 
in  each  Ward. 

Puerperal  I- ever.  There  were  three  cases  of  this  disease  notified 
during  the  year.  Two  of  the  cases  were  attended  by  a midwife  and  one 
by  a medical  practitioner.  The  Midwifes  Act  (1902)  came  into  full 
operation  last  year.  The  lives  of  mothers  have  been  exposed  to  excessive 
risks  through  the  ignorance  of  the  present  class  of  midwives,  but  a 
change  for  the  better  is  being  gradually  effected.  Two  deaths  resulted, 
and  both  were  in  the  Lower  Ward. 


Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
I nkectious  Disease. 


Out  of  the  87  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  war 
77  were  isolated  at  their  respective  homes,  and  all  precautions  were 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Disinfection  of  the  premises  has  been  carried  out  immediately  on  the 
recovery  or  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital,  by  fumigation  with  sulphur 
or  formalin,  and  the  walls,  etc.,  sprayed  with  formalin.  After  fumiga- 
tion the  walls  of  the  infected  room,  if  papered,  have  been  stripped 
and  afterwards  washed  with  a disinfectant.  In  all  cases  where  infectious 
diseases  have  occurred  disinfectants  in  the  form  of  Izal  fluid,  Izal 
soap,  and  carbolic  powder  are  supplied  by  the  Council. 
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Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  whole  of  this  work  lias  again  been  carried  out  by  the  Council 
with  their  own  workmen  and  hired  team  labour.  The  refuse  has  been 
removed  .and  disposed  of  at  various  tips  in  the  district  rented  by 
the  Council. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  has  been  good  and  plentiful.

WORK  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 


Progress  has  again  been  made  in  improving  the  condition  of  the 
sanitary  accommodation  of  a number  of  dwelling  houses,  the  water- 
carriage  system  has  taken  the  place  of  a number  of  insanitary  pail  and 
privy  closets. 

Special  reference  might  be  made  to  the  improvements  carried  out  at 
the  undermentioned  premises  :• — 

Nos.  i to  ii,  Pole  Lane  ; 15  to  29,  Joseph  Street  ; if)  to  34, 
Rutland  Street  ; 22  to  42,  Allen  Street  ; 2 to  8,  Fildes  Street  ; 
137  to  141,  Wickentree  Lane  ; 363  to  371,  Oldham  Road  ; 8410 
88,  Oldham  Road  ; 1 to  5,  Albert  Street  West  ; and  1 to  3, 

Victoria  Street. 

House  Drainage. — The  drains  in  connection  with  57  dwelling 
houses  were,  on  examination,  found  to  be  defective,  and  have  been 
relaid.  The  smoke  or  water  test  is  invariably  used  prior  to  the  drains 
being  covered  up. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts. — Eight  houses  were 
dealt  with  under  the  above  Acts,  and  notices  were  served  on  their 
respective  owners.  It  was  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  before  the 
requirements  of  the  notices  were  complied  with. 

* 

Smoke  Nuisances. — Nineteen  observations  were  taken  of  the 
chimneys  of  various  mills  in  the  district.  The  Council’s  regulations 
allow  the  emission  of  8 minutes  black  smoke  per  hour,  and  each  observa- 
tion is  of  60  minutes’  duration.  Out  of  the  nineteen  observations  taken, 
three  exceeded  the  limit.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  two  cases  : 
an  order  with  costs  to  abate  the  nuisance  was  made  in  one  instance,  and 
a fine  imposed  for  disobeying  an  order  in  the  other. 

Firing  of  Dwelling  House  Chimneys. — Nine  persons  were  sum- 
moned in  respect  of  chimney  firing.  In  each  case  the  cost  of  summons 
and  a small  penalty  was  inflicted. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshors. — There  are  32  persons  regis- 
tered as  cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk.  The  premises  occupied  by 
them  have  frequently  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  fairly  well  kept. 

The  cowshed  in  connection  with  Shaw  Head  Farm  has  been 
thoroughly  renovated,  the  lighting,  ventilation,  and  general  arrange- 
ments being  much  improved. 


Slaughter  Houses. — During  the  year  nine  licenses  were  granted 
to  persons  for  use  and  occupation  of  buildings  as  slaughter  houses,  being 
an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year. 

The  additional  licence  referred  to  was  granted  on  the  owner  under- 
taking to  carry  out  certain  structural  alterations  to  a building  which  had 
been  closed  as  a slaughter  house  for  some  time. 

Offensive  Trades.-  There  are  four  businesses  carried  on  in  the 
district  which  come  under  the  above  heading. 

Visits  have  been  frequently  made,  and  the  premises  were  found  to  be 
kept  clean  and  satisfactory. 

Canal  Boats. — The  Manchester  and  Ashton-under-Lyne  Canal  and 
the  Rochdale  Canal  pass  through  the  district. 

Failsworth  is  not  a registration  authority,  and  there  is  only  one 
owner  who  has  boats  located  in  the  district. 

The  boats  are  used  chiefly  for  the  conveyance  of  coal  and  cotton  to 
the  various  mills,  etc.,  in  the  district.  A number  of  the  boats  passing 
through  the  district  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory.

Special  Report  on  the  Local  Administration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Act,  for  the  year  ending1  31st  December,  1905. 


At  the  end  of  December,  1905,  there  were  48  textile  and  non-textile 
factories,  and  68  workshops  in  the  district. 

The  industries  carried  on  in  the  factories  consist  of  cotton  spinning 
and  weaving,  silk  weaving  and  winding,  felt  and  silk  hat  manufacturing, 
jacquard  machinery,  and  electrical,  etc.,  engineering  ; and  in  the  work- 
shops baking  and  confectionery,  boot,  shoe  and  clog  makers  ; tailors, 
milliners  and  dressmakers,  joiners,  builders,  plumbers  and  painters, 
wheelwrights,  blacksmiths,  and  hairdressers. 

As  regards  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  factories,  this  has  been 
found  to  be  very  satisfactory.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any 
notices,  neither  have  any  reports  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspectors 
of  Factories. 

Substantial  improvements  have  been  voluntarily  carried  out  ; in  one 
instance  the  sanitary  accommodation  having  been  connected  to  the  water- 
carriage  system,  and  in  another  instance  by  the  addition  of  a water 
closet. 


Workshops,  etc. 

The  general  condition  of  the  workshops  have  again  been  observed 
with  regard  to  the  cleanliness,  air  space,  and  ventilation.  No  cases  of 
overcrowding  having  been  met  with. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  one  workshop  has  been  recon- 
structed. 


Bakehouses. 

The  bakehouses  situate  within  the  district  number  15.  These  have 
been  regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition. 

There  is  only  one  steam  bakery  in  the  district,  and  the  baking  in  the 
remainder,  with  one  exception,  is  carried  out  in  the  ordinary  dwelling 
houses,  and  in  conjunction  with  some  other  branch  of  business. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 


Homeworkers. 


There  is  at  present  one  employer  in  the  district  having  outworkers 
who  are  engaged  in  silk  weaving.  The  number  of  lists  of  outworkers 
received  from  the  authorities  was  one,  representing  one  employer  and 
two  outworkers.  The  premises  of  the  outworkers  residing  in  the  district 
have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  clean. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  on  account  of  the  existence 
of  any  infectious  disease  occurring  at  the  homes  of  outworkers.
